SHOW BIG GAINS, 
ROPER REVEALS 


Secretary’s Annual Ke- 
port Given to President. 
Discouraging Spots 
Still Exist, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24-—()— 
Secretary Roper told President Roose- 
velt in the commerce department’s an- 
nual report published today that busi- 
ness enjoyed a definite improvement 
in the fiscal year ended Jast June but 
that there still were some discourag- 
ing spots on the economic map. 

Citing the increases in both domes- 
tic and foreign trade, the return to 
work of many unemployed and a gén- 
eral. revival of confidence, the’ secre- 
tary said: 

“While evidence of the progress 
which has been made are concrete 
and mumerous, the fiscal year é 
withthe capital goods industry still 
greatly depressed, private cohstruction 
very low, unemployment large and -re- 
lief demands making a. steady ‘and se- 
vere drain on the nationai budget. 

Bank Loans at Low Level. 

“Further, the yolume of bank loans 
outstanding, despite the plethora of 
Dank credit available, remained, at a 
Notwithstanding the 
lack of uniform improvement through- 
out the various aspects of our nation- 
al life, the year as a whole brought 
definite recovery from the low point 
of the. depression.” 

The report added that although pro- 


duction and distribution costs advanc- 


ed during the year, the upward trend 
of. activity was accompanied by an 
“improvement” in profits. A repre- 
sentative group of 500 companies re- 
ported profits approximating $1,400,- 
,000, representing an increase of 
about 76 per cent over the total for 
the preceding fiscal year. 
Bureau’s Work Reviewed. 

Another section of the report re- 
leased today covered the work of the 
bureaus of air commerce, census, for- 
eign and domestic commerce, stand- 
ards, fisheries, navigation and steam- 
boat inspection, shipping board and 
the patent office, coast and , geodetic 
survey and lighthouse service, 

Roper. recommended: a survey by 
the fisheries bureau of pollution of 
streams, a new ‘high voltage. electrical 
laboratory for the bureau of stand- 
ards; early senate ratification of the 
treaty on safety of life at sea and 
speeding of.the work of making geo- 
logical and topographic maps of the 
country.

being almost two years away, specu 
lation stirred in the capital today as 
to who will be Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s running. mate. 

All the democrats, apparently, and 
most of the republicans, take it for 
granted the president will be renom- 
inated in 1986. 

One of the factors to: be decided 
is whether John N. Garner, the vice 
president, will run-again.

|New Criminal Procedure Bill | 
To Be Urged at January Session 


A bill which if enacted will revolu- 
tionize criminal court procedure in 
Georgia will be urged at the January 
session of the legislature, it was re- 
vealed Monday by Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin, who said that: the 
proposed measure would do away with 
a mass of legal technicalities and save 
enormous sums to the counties. 

Among ‘the revolutignary¥, chatges is 
a proposal to permit trial of accused 
persons on informatién furnished the 
solicitor-generaél, unless sich’ person 
demands an indictment within’10 days 
after he is charged. This provision, 
Boykin said, would eliminate the he- 
cessity of prisoners lying in jail for 
long periods of time, awaiting indict- 
ment in counties where the grand 
jury meets only twice a year, and 
would prove a tremendous saving in 
money and time. 

Other provisions include a reduc- 


bre in jury panels from the present 
48 to 32 and an equalization in the 
number of strikes allowed the state 
and the defense, strikes in capital 
cases being limited to 10 to each side 
and in other felonies to six each. The 
proposed measure would also do away 
with the indeterminate sentence and 
place the fixing of penalties with the 
court instead the jury. tos 
Boykin has presented the bill to the 
November-December term grand jury, 
its provisions and directed the solici- 
which passed a resolution commending 
tor-general to mail copies to every 
judge and solicitor-general in the state, 
urging their support of the measure. 
The provisions of the bill are the 
result of two years study of a bar 
association committee headed by Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley and the bill as a 
whole has been approved by the Geor- 


gia Bar Association.

While apparently co-oper- 
ating with the United States in the 
insistence that the 5-5-3 ratio be 
continued, the British diplomats 
have at the same time been able 
to convince the Japanese that the 
attitude of the United States brought 
about‘ the failure of the conference. 

_As a result, Japanese newspapers 
have been a unit in charging the 
impasse reached at London to 
Américan “stubbornness,” while at 
the same time praising Great Brit- 
ain’s ‘‘reasonableness.” 

The ability of British diplomacy 
to turn even failure to the benefit 
of the nation is traditional and has 
played an important part in main- 
taining British dominance in the 
marts of the world and thus fur- 
thering the economic welfare of the 
country. ; 

British business interests have 
not been slow to follow up the ad- 
vantage gained by their diplomats 
during the London negotiations. 
Already a commission named by 
the Federation of British Industries 
has visited Japan dnd Manchukuo 
and submitted a report, in which a 
Strong appeal is made for a “new 
deal” im trade to enlarge the mar- 
kets for British goods in Japan and 
Manchukuo. An_ immediate prac- 
tical move was made to this end 
by, the designation of a permanent 
committee of outstanding British 
industrialists to discuss trade prob- 
lems with a similar committee, al- 
ready named, representing the Ja- 
pan Economic Federation. 

France and Italy have not failed 
\to realize the significance of the 
British moves and: have also taken 
steps to strengthen their trade re- 
lations in the far east. France has 
assumed a position of sympathy 
with the Japanese demand for a 
5-5-5 ratio and semi-official French 
finahcial concerns are making large 
loans to both Japan and Manchu- 
kuoan business interests. 

In the meantime, the United 
States, overlooking the economic 
importance of the situation, is left 
with the bag to hold, despite the 
fact that our trade relations, up to 
a few months ago, have been such 
that Américan exports to Man- 
churia have increased and European 
exports have decreased. 

The seriousness. of the situation 
is illustrated in the sharp decline 
in the purchase by Japan and Man- 
chukuo of American-made airplanes 
and airplane equipment and materi- 
als. Notwithstanding the recognized 
superiority of American planes, and 
the fact that they have dominated 
the far eastern market, the pros- 
pect is that they will fall to second 
position this year and possibly to 
third in 1935. 

Indicating the new closeness of 
British - Japanese relations, an- 
nouncement is made that the Japa- 
nese delegation at London has re- 
ceived instructions from Tokyo to 
discuss informally with British rep- 
resentatives suggestions of a new 
conference to be held along lines 
advanced by Great Britain. 

Thus a situation is created that 
eliminatés the United States as 
Japan’s most friendly nation, when 
just the opposite should have been 
true. For two-thirds of a century, 
Since Admiral Perry opened the 
gates of Japan, the two nations 
have been traditional friends. At 
every crisis in the remarkable pe- 
riod of development from a back- 
ward far eastern nation to one of 
the chief powers of the world, Ja- 
pan has turned to the United States 
‘for counsel and aid. ° Few people 


|have looked upon another nation 
with as much. sincere admiration 
and affection as have the Japanese 
upon America. 

The astute shuffling of the cards 
by British diplomacy now threatens 
the. loss of this friendship, with 
Great Britain stepping in to take 
our place at the time when we can 
profit most from the ald we have 
tendered in the past. 

The shrewd moves of Great 
Britain and other European nations 
can be checkmated by the Ameri- 
can government and American busi- 
ness, but we must adopt a broad- 
minded and a conciliatory policy if 
we are to avert the threatened dan- 
ger of loss of the dominance in 
the far east, gained as the result 
of long years of friendly and un- 
derstanding relations.

OVERWEIGHT AND CANCER. 

In an instructive paper read before 
the Texas State Medical Association 
and published in the state medical 
journal last July, Dr. Dudley Jackson 
and Dr. D. A. Todd, of San Antonio. 
pointed out two facts which should 
interest not only those who have can- 
cer but also those who are training 
for it. 

In their studies of the problem, car- 
ried on for several years, they observ- 
ed first that in a large group of 
adults 45 years of age or over (life 
insurance statistics) there is a strik- 
ing parallel between the body weight 
and the cancer rate. That is, taking 
the minimum cancer death rate in 
such persons whose weight is normal 
for average or base rate, the chances 
of developing cancer appear to in- 
crease in proportion with the excess 
of weight. 

Now, fat folks, do not let this worry 
you too much if you're over 40 and 
overweight. I was both for several 
years and never allowed it to take 
much joy out of my life, though now 
and then I confess I thought about 
it, for of course there is cancer in 
the family—in every family sooner or 
later—and it has always seemed to 
me that most cancer patients I have 
observed were overweight when they 
first developed cancer. But don’t let 
it get you down. Munyon-like, I as- 
sure you there is hope. It is easy 
enough for any overweight person to 
reduce and to build up or at Jeast re- 
tain perfect health and efficiency while 
reducing, if he is onto the recent ad- 
vances in medical science. Cancer Il 
know nothing about. I know no cause 
nor cure. Nobody does. But I be- 
lieve the hypothesis put forward by 
Dre. Jackson and ‘Todd deserves 
thought and further study. They sug- 
gest that sugar tolerance is definite- 
ly decreased in cancer, the degree of 
decrease varying directly with the de- 
gree of malignancy. They even fre- 
gard the sugar tolerance test of prac- 
tical value in reference to prognosis 
and treatment. 

The sugar or carbohydrate tolerance 
test is made by chemically measuring 
the proportion of glucose in the blood 
of the fasting patient, then giving the 
patient a specified quantity of glucose 
in proportion with body weight—this 
is given by mouth—and then again 
measuring the proportion of glucose 
in the blood at intervals of one-balf 
hour, one hour, two and three hours. 
Normally the fasting blood contains} 
30 to 100 mgrms. ne per 100 ec.. 
and half an hour after the glucose 
meal this increases to from 140 to 160 
mgrms. per 100 c.c., but during the 
next hour the bleod sugar falls stead- 
ily to its normal fasting level, as the 
tissues either burn the carbohydrate 
for energy purposes (muscular work) 
or for storage as (animal

IN CHRISTMAS MESSAGE 
VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24.—(/) 
Pope Pius XI, with “the confused but 
largely diffused voice of war’ ringing 
in his ears, pleaded for peace today 
in his Christmas message to the world. 
He spoke with a voice which trem- 
bled with emotion to the cardinals of 
the Curia who came to wish him long 
life and happiness. 


The 77-year-old pontiff quoted the 
ancient chant of the nativity, “peace 
on earth to men of good will,” and 
said that never before 2s ‘today was 
it so necessary for mankind to choose 
this as its “unceasing prayer.” 


For those, however, who want war, 
the pope said he’ had formulated an- 
other prayer—‘“Destroy, O Lord, the 
people who wish for war.”

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Dec. 24.—

fense counsel charged tonight that the 
state deliberately squght to create 
prejudice against the Lindbergh kid- 
nap-murder by its disclosure that 
pamphlets containing a thinly-dis- 
guised parody of the celebrated kid- 
naping had been mailed to prospective

Christmas finds Georgia banks in

“Earnings for 1934 are from 20 to 
25 per cent higher and deposits have 
shown a skarp increase,” the super: 

He reported that de- 
posits in state banks have increased 
from $67,000.000 before the 1933 bank 
holidays to $83,000,000 on September 
31 and that he expected them to show 
an even greater increase on Decem- 
ber 31. 

Gormley said that the banking de- 
partment had to take over only two 
institutions in 1934 as compared with 


five which were taken over by the de- 
partment in 1933.

| have. seen a lot of football teams away from home at 
Christmas time.

It was with Georgia Tech when 
the Jackets were at sea going down to the Panama canal 
from their game at Berkeley, California. 

We were aboard the big steamship Virginia and were just 
a day or so out of Panama.

And afterward I went up on deck where there was a 
cool breeze and listened to the water go, ‘‘Soughhh- 
soughhhh-soughhhh” off the prow of the ship and felt 
very sentimental about it all. 

I like my Christmas to be cold and a wind to be blowing 
and | like it all the better if there are four or five inches of 
snow on the ground.

And all the “‘R’s” were slurred and they cussed each other 
affectionately and slapped backs and hoped Alabama would win. 

It was a little bit of home put down here for them.

L. S. U. Track Coach Is 
Promoted; Has Huey’ 
Long’s Okay. | 


BATON ROUGE, La., Dec. 24.— 
(?)—Bearing Huey Long’s okay, Ber- 
nie Moore on January 1 will step into 
the shoes of Captain Laurence “Biff’’ 
Jones, who resigned as head football 
coach at Louisiana State University 
following a tilt with the “Kingfish.” 

Moore, who has sérved as head 
track coach and assistant football 
conch at L. 8. U. since 1929, will 
take over his new duties with the 
formal approval of university offi- 
cials and Senator Long, and the re- 
ported support of the team. 

His selection to succeed Jones, who 
gave L. S. U. three years of winning 
football after being brought to Baton 
Rouge from West Point by Long, was 
announced by President James Mon- 
roe Smith, who said the new head 
coach would serve without a contract. 

PROMOTING A 

“We're just promoting him,” Smith 
declared. ‘“‘His salary will be about 
the same as Jones’, about $7,000 or 
$7,500. 

Long gave his approval to Moore's 
appointment in a brief statement de- 
claring “he was the. choice of wuni- 
versity officials and the football team, 
so he’s okay with me.” 


Jones resigned following the Tigers 
final game of the season with Oregon 
University, after an argument with 
the “Kingfish’’ over the latter's at- 
ee to address the players between 

alves. 


Explaining his action, Captain Jones 
said Long “simply couldn’t understand 
that a coach doesn’t like to be inter- 
ferred with.” 

Student reaction to Moore's ap- 
pointment was not available since 
most of the 5,000 students were at 
their homes for Christmas vacations. 

Abe Mickal, the Tigers’ star half- 
back, was the first member of the 
team informed of the new mentor. He 
expressed approval from a_ hospital 
bed where he is confined following a 
minor operation. 

JONES OKAYS HIM. 

Captain Jones also added his ap- 
proval, declaring “I think it’s a fine 
selection.” He said there was noth- 
ing new regarding his own plans, and 
reiterated that he intends giving up 
coaching for at least two years and 
hopes to obtain an army assignment 
to the school of command at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan. His assignment 
at L. S. U. terminates in June, 1936. 

Moore, who is spending the holidays 
at his home in Winchester, Tenn., 
said he had been notified of his ap- 
pointment by President Smith and 
added that he intends to retain the 
present staff of assistant coaches com- 
posed of Bert Ingwerson, Joel Hunt 
and Ben Bnis. 

Although well known throughout 
southern football circles, Moore gain- 
ed most distinction for his track 
teams. Three years after taking over 
track and field activities at L. 8. U. 
Moore turned out a national collegiate 
championship team built around such 
stars as Glen ‘“Slats’’ Hardin, quar- | 
ter-miler and hurdler. and Jack Tor- 
rance, world’s champion shot putter. 

FRESHMAN WORK. | 

His football activities at Louisiana 

State have largely been devoted to 
development of freshmen material and 
scouting work. 
Moore started his coaching career 
at Winchester High school’ in 1919, 
served two years in the arm during 
the war and returned as coach at La-

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—(/)—On 
the eve of the annual poliday week 
athering cf intercollegiate athletic 
eaders in New York, Cornell Univer- 
sity’s frank statement of footbali 
policy, coupled with a bid for alumn!

ship lines, today was welcomed by 
sports observers as a distinct con- 
tribution toward clearing the gridiron 
atmosphere of hypocrisy. 

Cornell’s stand brings out into the 
open the subject of doing something. 
legitimately, about attracting geod 
athletes as well as good students to 
universities struggling between the 
keen desire for athletic prestige ana 
the stern restrictions of high academic 
standards, 

In effect, without letting down 
traditional barriers or making any at- 
tempt to “buy” football material, the 
Ithaca institution extends the olive 
branch to its alumni, who are invited 
to co-operate in providing scholarship 
benefits for men with athletic ability. 
provided only that “sharacter and 
brains remain the pee conditions. ' 

CORNELL’S LEAD. 


Coming from the authorities of a 
college listed by the head of the Julius 
Rosenwald fund as among the “first 
12 universities of the United States. 
on the basis of scholastic output and 
eminence of faculty,” Cornell’s han- 
dling of. the football situation is ex- 
pected to furnish a leading topic for 
the National Collegiate A. A. meet- 
ing here this Thursday and Friday. 

Commenting on the situation, Dr 
Raymond G. Bressler, . president of 
Rhode Island State College, said: 
“Some colleges are so strict and care- 
ful they are unjust. The error in the 
main, however, is on the other side, 
with the athletes getting the better of 
it.

For the first time in more than half 
a century, there wasn’t a “prayer 
meetin’” at Uncle George’s cabin last 
night. 

There won't ever be again. 

Uncle George has passed on to “jine 
Marse Tom” and the legions of those 
others who knew first-hand the hor- 
rors of the Civil War and the even 
blacker despair of the reconstruction. 

It was Uncle George and Aunt 
Frances, his wife, who, after “bum- 
mers” following Sherman’s army had 
burned “de big ’ouse” and all the eab- 
ins save one, made that one liveable 
for “Miss Puss,” built for themselves 
a rail pen, stuffed the cracks with 
corn shucks, and began preparations 
for a new crop even before “Marse 
Tom kum back frum de surrender.” 

Pulled Cotton P 


It was Uncle George, too, who step- 
in and pulled a cotton planter 
when one of the two mules salv 
from the ruin that Sherman left 
hind, had died. To him and Aunt 
Frances, the emancipation proclama- 
tion meant nothing. “Yankee doins’,” 
they sniffed, “as iffen dey knowed en- 
nything ’bout us an’ our white folks.” 

The “big ’ouse” was rebuilt ‘several 
years after the war and Uncle George 
and Aunt Frances were apparently 
overwhelmed with surprise whén told 
to move into the improved cabin where 
“‘Marse Tom and Miss Puss‘ had lived 
since the war. They had, as far as they 
seemed to realize, done nothing out of 
the ordinary. 

Every Wednesday night was “pray- 
er meetin‘ night” in Uncle George’s 
neighborhood years ago, and it 
chanced to be his time to “hold de 
meetin’” the day he moved into his 
new home. That Wednesday night fell 
on Christmas Eve. Afterwards, 
Christmas Eve was always_ “prayer 
meetin’ night” at Uncle George's. 

And what meetings they were! 
They would have been a revelation 
to millions of southerners, even. 

A pile of pine knots in the six- 
foot fireplace furnished the light. 
The room was always filled to over- 
flowing. “Little George,” who weighed

Nova Herculis, New Star of Year, 
Becomes Visible to the Naked Eye 


Just.as the star of Christ rose .to 
shine over Bethlehem 1934 years ago, 
a new star bas risen in the west and 
became visible to the naked eye this 
week, The recently discovered star. 
Nova. Herculis 1934, has now reached 
a brilliance which puts it, among the 
twelve. .brightest stars in the sky, .ac- 
cording’ to Professor’ Harlow Shapley 
of the. Harvard’ Observatory. 

Just after dark: the new star may 
be located in the northwest. It can be 
seen half’ way “between the herizon 
and the zenith, only-eight degrees from 
Verga, which itself is one of the 
twenty brightest. Verga may be. easily 
located because it is the brightest’ of 
three stars that form a triangle, easily 
discernible. "¢ 
Astronomers over the world are in- 
terested in this new star, becanse it 
is a rare occurrence. The last brilliant 
one was in 1901, Spectroscopes have 
already determined many of the. sub- 
stances of the star. They correspond 
so far,to the material in-our own sun.
